Planning Staff Considerations: 


The property owner is conveying title to F & S Development Company, Inc., which has 
proposed developing the property to locate radio station WSHI (106.3), a restaurant and 
other commercial space. The alley actually "separates" the otherwise two adjacent 
properties being purchased. 


The alley is an under maintained twelve (12) foot wide gravel right-of-way that intersects 
a north/south alley and continues east. Grass and weeds have grown through and around 
the gravel indicating limited use. The alley is located directly north of the abandoned 
Cinema Blue theater, and south of an existing parking lot. 


There are existing overhead utilities located in the alley and a sanitary sewer, which 
would require either an easement or relocation. The parking lot has a driveway on 
Broadway, and would not need this section of the alley for access. Residential properties 
to the east could still access the rear of their lots from either of the remaining alleys. 


While the alley may present some additional convenience to area residents and 
motorists, both Scott and Huestis Avenues are less than 150 feet away. The current 
condition of the alley would indicate that usage, if any, is minimal. It therefore may be 
in the best interests of the public to vacate this portional right-of-way, placing it back on 
the tax rolls, and allowing future redevelopment of the Broadway corridor. 


Recommendations: None of the reviewing departments has objected to the vacation, 
providing that the needed easements or relocations can be accomplished. No responses 
have been received from the outside utilities. 


It is suggested that the Regulations Committee may want to defer action until the city’s
